repeatedly that the cost of generating 
power, at the switchboard, by a modern 
electric plant, was not in excess.of 3 or 4 
mills a kilowatt hour, and that ihe rail- 
ways company was paying at least 5 
mills a kilowatt hour too much for its 
current, which, on its 190,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours’ eres a-year, amounts 
to $570,000. 

¢ MeCulloch said the railways company 
could generate its own current at a 
cheaper price than it is now buying it 
but it would be necessary to build a 
modern plant, at a cost of $4,000,000 to 
85,000,000, With the mill’ tax hanging 
over the company, he said, it could not 
lorrow money to build -electric plants, 
and therefore was compelled :o make 
ihe best bargain it could for its power 
supply. 

How %60,000 More Is Lost. 

McCulloch's testimony brought out an- 
other instance of how the United Rail- 
ways. ~Co--eentributes. to. the North 
American Co., which owns not only the 
railways company, but also the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. 

The railways company pays $26 per 
horsepower year for Keokuk power, tak- 
ing 80,000-horsepower, while Union Elec- 
tric pays $23 a horsepower year for ex- 
actly the same quantity of power. Al- 
though the contracts with both United 
Railways and Union Electric were ne- 
gotiated by North American interests, 
which control both corporations, the 
railway company was compelled to pay 
$2 more per horsepower year for power 
than Union Electric, this discrimination 
amounting to $60,000 a year against the 
railways company. 

McCulloch testified that United Rail- 
ways, under its contract. for Keokuk 
was entitled to 22,000 kilowatts 
capacity on a 60-per-cent Icad factor, 
and 15,000 kilowatts capacity on a 45-per- 
cent load factor on its contract with 
Union Electric. He explained, for the 
benefit of the committee that 60-per- 
cent load factor, as used in the Kekouk 
contract, meant that the railways com- 
pany could use the 22,000 kilowatts ca- 
pacity 60 per cent of the time, and the 
10,000 kilowatts capacity from Union 
Lilectriec 45 per cent of thé time. 

He said that although United Rail- 
ways paid &.4 mills a kilowatt hour for 
iniun Wlectric current, and 6.4 mills for 
Neokuk power, the load factor differ- 
ence made the price about the same. On 
& 60-per-cent load factor, the railways 
company could get current at the same 
price from Union Electric, »e explained 
as from Neokuk. 3 
Contracts Best Company Could Get. 

McCulloch declared the present power 
contracts were the most advantageous 
the railways company has ever had. He

NEW $100 WATER 
GRAFT FOUND; CASH 
BOOK 1S MISSING 


Amount Paid by the Bethesda 
Home on Account Without 
Issuance of License. 


———————— 


Institution Could Not Pay in Full 
So Installments Were Kept 
Separately. 


A payment of $100 June 18, 1913, by the 
Bethesda Home, Vista, near Grand ave- 
nue, of which ro record can be found in 
the Water Department, is the latest 
graft development in the investigation 
of Water Department itregularities be- 
ing made by Collector Koeln and Circuit 
Attorney Harvey. 

The cash hook for the month. in which 
the payment was made is missifg, and is 
the only cash book which is missing 
from the office. 

The payment was made t~» the office 
of Claude B. Burton, at that time As- 
sessor and Collector of Water Rates, 
and whose conduct in office, following 
his recent dismissal from the city’s serv- 
ice is now under grand jury investiga- 
tion. 


Home Behind Payments. 

The Bethesda Home, which is support- 
ed almost entirely by contributions, is 
always far behind in its payments of 
water license, like many such institu- 
tions. For many years it has been cus- 
tomary for Mayors to authorize the Col- 
lector to be lenient with the home, andl, 
as a result, it has from time to time 
paid small amounts on account, but 
never enough to permit the issuance of 
a license. 

Under the system in the office the 
money could not. be turned into the 
treasury until a license was issued. 
This made necessary the retention of 
the actual money in the Treasurer's of- 
fice in a specially marked envelope. 

No Record of $100, 

This $100 payment is not in the office, 
and Collector Koeln, owing to the ab- 
sence of the cash book; has not been 
able to find any record of it. 

The check by which the money was 
paid has been shown to the Collector. 
Its endorsements show that it went to 
the City Treasurer with the receipts of 
the office. ci ae Sect 

Since that date the home has paid 
$250 on its account. Collector Koeln has 
this money in an envelape marked to 
indicate the reason why it is not turned 
into the city. Of this amount $150 was 
turned over to him by John B. Owen, 
who was chief deputy in the Water 
rates Department before the new char- 
ter became effective, and who recently 
was ousted from office and _ indicted 
for embezzlement. He explained to 
the Collector the circumstances of irs 
payment. 

Burton Delivered Books. 

Collector Koeln said that when he 
asked Burton for all cash books for 
several vears, Burton delivered to him 
several bundles of books, and that he 
supposed they contained the full record.

him. They now are inclined to blame 
the Government for not making these 
revelations before and seem to find dif. 
ficulty in making amends to Mr. 
Churchill. 

Times Abselves Churchill. 


The Times, in an editorialfi frankly 


L.absolves the retiring Minister. 


‘“‘His speech undoubtedly was a par- 
liamentary triumph,”’ says the Times. 
“and we think the country, reading it 
this morning in a calmer atmosphere, 
will pronounce it a statesmanlike utter- 


} ance, marked by restraint as well a8 ‘byt 


force, and admirably calculated to 
achieve its object. Its broad effect is 
that, on the facts as he stated them, 
he must be completely absolved from 
the specific charges of independen: 
action brought against him.’’ 

The Morning Post, on the other hand, 
is still dissatisfied and argues that, if 
on Oct. 3, the King of Belgium had been 
allowed to carry out his project of re- 
treat on the coast he could have extri- 
cated his army without serious loss and 
saved Antwerp from bombardment and 
that it was Churchill’s advice that led to 
the delay. The Morning Post criticises 
other points in Churchill’s speech in the 
same spirit. 

Glad He Left Admiralty. 

In conclusion it says: ‘Upon the 
whole, we are still very much relieved 
that Mr. Churchill left the Admiralty 
and we sincerely hope that he will not 
be allowed to assume any position of su- 
perior command in the army.”’ 

It may be remembered that the Morn- 
ing Post has always severely attacked 
Mr. Churchill for the Antwerp expedi- 
tion. 

The Daily News, Liberal, thinks it 
would have been better had Mr. Church- 
ill maintained discreet silence. Dealing 
with his revelations, it still charges 
him with recklessness and says it hopes 
Admiral Lord Fisher will not reply to 
the speech. 

According to the Times, Admiral Fish- 
er’s own inclination would be to make a 
reply, but that he~may be swayed by the 
ratural wish of the Government to 
avoid a personal controversy between 
two masterful men, both of whom have 
been good servants of the state. 

Congratulated for Speech. . 

Churchill's entrance to the House yes- 
terday was passed almost unnoticed. 
As he arose, his supporters gave him 
encouraging cheers. Approbation  in- 
creased in volume as he answered one 
charge after another and when he con- 
cluded members of all political parties 
crossed the House to congratulate him. 

Nothing apologetic marked the speech 
of the former First Lord of the Admi- 
ralty. wis reference to Admiral Lord 
Fisher, the former first sea lord, who, 
he said, had not openly opposed the 
Dardanelles undertaking, were spoker: 
in firm tones of condemnation. 

Concerning the dispatch of Rear Ad- 
miral Cradock’'s s'juadron, which was 
defeated off the coast of Chile Nov. 1 
1914, with the loss of the Good Hope 
and Monmouth, he said he. was in full 
agreement with the experts and ad- 
visers of that time—Admiral Prince 
Louis of Battonberg and Vice Admiral 
Sir Frederick Sturdee—and that the dis- 
positions were the best that could be 
made in the circumstances. There was 
no truth in the charge that he had or- 
dered, against the advice of experts, 
the Hogue, Cressy and Aboukir to re- 
main at sea, where they were sunk by 
a German submarine. The Antwerp 
expedition originated with Lord Kitch 
ener and the French Government; while 
the naval attack on the Dardanelles 
was elaborately considered and had the 
full support of the advisers at home 
and those on the spot.

All day teachers and pupils had com- 
plained that the new furnace was not 
heating properly.

WEDDING BY PROAY 


She Refuses to Confirm Vows 
and Returns to Denver With- 
out Dutch Officer. 


DENVER, Noy. 16.—A marriage by 
proxy contracted last January by Miss 
Eugenia Campbell of Denver and John 
Peter Scholten of Java has been al- 
lowed to remain unconfirmed because,

Scholten, a reserve officer in the 
Dutch army, met Miss Campbell in 
Cripple Creek. Some weeks afterward 
he was ordered suddenly to return to 
his post in Java. A proxy wedding 
was arranged, when he could not return 
here. The bride's part of the cere- 
mony was performed in Denver by the 
Rev. David H. Fouse, with a newspa- 
per man acting as the proxy  bride- 
groom. 

Scholten participated in a similar cer- 
emony in Batavia. Shortly afterward 


ithe bride sailed for Java. 


According to Miss Campbell, when she 
found she did not like Java, she re- 
fused to confirm the vows—a form re- 
quired by the Dutch Government to 
make them binding. 

Miss Campbell, who was for a time a 
resident of Missouri, is the daughter: of 
the late Charles Campbell of Colorado 
Springs and the granddaughter ef 
Alexander Campbell, founder of the 
Campbellite, now the Christian Church. 
She had planried her wedding for Au- 
gust of last year, but the outbreak of 
the war made it impossible for Scholten 
to be in this country, on the date set. 

It required six months to arrange for 
the proxy marriage, with the bride and 
bridegroom 10,000 miles apart, which in- 
cluded obtaining the Consent of the 
Mutch Government.

the Greek border. 

A Bulgarian attack along the Cerna 
River was repulsed with heavy losses 
to the attackers, F 
The battle on the Cerna was waged 
along the left bank of the river. Two 
or three Bulgarian divisions were en- 
gaged and a desperate attempt was 
made to pierce the Fremch center. The 
engagement was in progress with furi- 
ous intensity for 36 hours, after which 
the Bulgarians were beaten back along 
this entire front. 

The situation in Macedonia is develop- 
ing rapidly. Large reinforcements have 
been brought in by the Bulgarians, wh 
are making renewed efforts to,force Bu- 
buna Pass. ‘The Servians are still hold- 
ing out there, but this movement threat- 
ens Perlepe and Monastir. Many inhab- 
itants of Monastir are preparing to de- 


port. 

The members of the diplomatic corps 
have changed their plans and intend to 
proceed to Scutari, Albania, instead of 


to Monastir.

REACHES LEMNOS 


via Lone 


British War Secretary Expected 
to Go to Athens to Bring 
Pressure on King. 


LONDON, Nov. 16—News from the 
Balkans aroused new interest today with 
the report received by the Corriere Della 
Sera at Milan that Earl Kitchener, Brit- 
ish Secretary of War, has arrived at 
Mudros, on the Island of Lemnos, in 
the Aegean Sea. A Saloniki dispatch to 
the Milan newspaper says Earl Kitch- 
ener is accompanied by the Resident- 


General of Egypt. 

The ‘“‘Resident-General of Egypt” may 
be Major-General Julian Pyng, who has 
been commander of the British forces in 
Egypt since 1912. It has been assumed 
that during his trip to the East Lord 
Kitchener would visit Egypt and prepare 
its defenses to resist a possible invasion 
by troops of Germany and her allies. 

Lemnos is a Greek island about [130 
miles southeast of Saloniki and about 40 
miles from the Gallipoli Peninsula, Re- 
cently British and French transports 
have been reported in the harbor of Mu- 
dros, which probably is being Used as a 
base for the operations in both in the 
Dardanelles and the Balkans. 

Greece Changes Attitude. 

The Greek Government is reported te 
have modified its position somewhat tn 
favor of the entente allies. The corre-_ 
spondent at Athens of the Exchange 
Telegraph Co. says it has“decided that. 
in the event of a retreat of the allies to 
Greek soil, Servian troops will bé placed 
on the same footing as the British and 
French. 

Premier Skouloudis originally proposed 
to permit the French and British to 
reach the sea without Interference from 
the Greeks, but to disarm Servians who 
crossed the border. The change is due, 
the correspondent says, to formidablé 
objections raised by the French Minister 
at Athens. However, it still remains for 
Greece to define her position clearly. 
Designation of a neutral zone has been 
suggested.

ANCONA NOT EVEN 
WARNED BY BLANK 
SHUT, ITALY SAYS 


Austro - Hungarian Admiralty’s 
Statement Contradicted and 
U. S. Awaits Further Advices. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The 
American, Government will await the 
receipt of the Austrian Government's 
statement of facts concerning the 
sinking of the Italian liner, Ancona, 
before considering whether any 
rights of Americans have been vio- 
lated. These facts probably will be 
sought through Ambassador Penfield 
at Vienna. 

The State Department now has be- 
fore it the Italian Government's 
communication addressed to neutral 
nations ‘Yenouncing the sinking of 
the Ancona as an “unparalelled atroc- 
ity,”” and officials have also seen 
the published statement of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian admiralty “describing 
the attack. 

The two statements differ. Italy’s 
communication charges that “with- 
out even a blank shot of warning 
from the attacking “submarine,” the 
Ancona was shelled and that the kill- 
ing and wounding of passengers con- 
tinued after the vessel stopped. 

The Austro-Hungarian statement, 
on the other hand, declared that the 
Ancona attempted to escape and only 
after repeated shelling was brought 
to a stop. It is declared also that 
passengers and crew were given 45 
minutes to escape in small boats, 
and the charge that the submarine 
fired on the boats is dénied. . 
Diplomatic exchanges between the 
American and Austrian Governments 
probably will follow as to the entire 
question of submarine warfare and 
the obligation of a submarine com- 
mander to see that neutrals are safe 
before destroying a prize.

As we approached the ‘front—which 
now is a French word—this was ever 
more evident than in Paris, where signs 
of war are all but invisible. Outside otf 
Amiens we met a regiment of Scots 
with the pipes playing and the cold rain 
splashing their bare legs. To watch 
them we leaned from the car window.

ed. A year ago when they passed 
was “roses all the way’’—or at least cis- 
arettes, chocolate and red wine. Now, 
in spite of the skirling bagpipes, no one 
turned his head. To the French they 
had become a part of the landscape. 

Hiow the scenes Have Changed. 

A year ago the roads at every 200) 
yards were barricaded. It was a con: 
tinual hurdle race. Now, except at dis- 
tances of four or five miles, the barr- 
cades have disappeared. One side of the 
road is reserved for troops, the other 
for moving vehicles. Those vehicles met 
—for the most part two-wheeled carts— 
no longer coutained peasants with their 
belongings, flying from dismantled vi!- 
lages. Instead, they carried garden 
truck, pigs or oalves on the way to 
market. On the driver’s seat the peas- 
ant whistled cheerfully and cracked hi‘s 
whip. The long lines of London busses 
that last year advertised soap, mustard, 
milk and music hails and which now 
are a decorous gray, the ambulances, 
the great guns drawn by motor trucks 
with Gaterpillar wheels no longer sur- 
prise him. 

The English ally has ceased to be a 
stianger and is a paying guest in the 
towns and ‘villages of Artois. The shop 
windows are dressed chiefly for him 
The names of the towps are Flemish ° 
the names of the streets are Flemish: 
the names over the shops are Flemish 
but the goods for sale are marmalade. 
tinned kippers, etc. 

They are capable, adaptable and oblig- 
If the men ask these shopkeepers 
for anything they haven't got, they 
don’t say, ““We don’t keep it;’’ they get 
him te write down what it is he wants 
and they send for it. 

Makes War Support Him. 

It is the better way. The French- 
man does not say, ‘‘War is ruining me;” 
he makes the war help to support him 
and at the same time gives comfor. to 
his ally. 

A year ago, in the villages, the old 
men stood in disconsolate groups with 
their hands in their pockets. Now they 
are briskly at work. They are working 
in the fields, in the vegetable gardens, 
helping the territorials mend the roads. 
On every side of them were the evi- 
dences of war—in the fields abandoned 
trenches, barbed wire entanglements 
shelters for fodder and ammunition, 
hangars for repairing aeroplanes, vast 
slaughter houses, parks of artillery; and 
on the roads endless lines of lorries, 
hooded ambulances, marching soldiers. 

To us those were of vita] interest, but 
to the Frenc:. peasant they are in the 
routine of his existenze. After a year 
war neither greatly distresses nor great- 
ly interests him. With one hand he 
fights—with the other he plows. 

We had made a bet as to which would 
see the first sign of real war, and the 
sign of it that won anc that gave gen- 
eral satisfaction even to the man who 
lost, was a@ group of German soldiers 
sweeping the streets of St. Pol. They 
were guarded only by. one of their own 
number and they looked fat, sleek and 
contented. When, on our return from 
the trenches, we saw them again, 
knew they were to be greatly envied 
Between standing waist high in mud in 
a trench and being drowned in it. buried 
in it, blown up or asphyxiated, the post 
of crossing sweeper is one to be de- 
sired. : 

The next sign of war was more thrill- 
ing. It was a race between a French 
aeroplane and German shrapnel. ‘To us 
the bursting shells looked like five little 
cotton balls. Since this war began 
shrapnel, when it bursts, has invariably 
been compared to balls of cotton, and 
as that is exactly what it looks like it 
is again so described. The balls of cot- 
ton did not seem to rise from the earth, 
but to pop suddenly out of the sky,

Proposals Rejected by Garrison 


and Advisers as Being Too 
Radical for Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Secretary 
Garrison informed the President today 
that he thought it advisable to make 
public the recommendations of the gen- 


eral staff of the army on strengthening j| 


the military branch of the Government. 


It was decided that the Army, General 
Staff’s report would be made public, 


but not until Secretary Garrison’s report | 


is given out after the President delivers 
his message to Congress. 

The army general staff estimates, it is 
reported that it takes at least a year to 
make a soldier fit to join the fighting line. 
The administration’s continenal army 
program contemplates only six mcnths of 
hard training, distributed in two-months’ 
periods through three years. It was 
adopted to diminish the expense and yet 
produce a force of citizen soldiers nearly 
1,000,000 strong to support the regulars, 
increased approximately to 142,000 from 
the 103,000 now in the service. 

The general staff has made an ex- 
haustive study of the problem of defend- 
ing the country and its insular posses- 
sions. Its report, it is understood, rec- 
ommends increasing the regular army to 
20,000 men, permanently with the col- 
ors, and with reserves of 300,000 fully 
trained men to fill gaps in this force. Be- 
hind this line it is proposed to have a 
force of 1,000,000 men with at least a 
year’s training, giving the country an 
army of about 1,500,000 fully equipped and 
casily mobilized. No synopsis of the re- 
port has been given out and details are 
not available. 

Considered Too Radisal. 

The administration plan was prepared 

by Secretary Garrison and a _ special 
board of officers and officials after care- 
ful serutiny of the staff report. It was 
decided that the staff proposals were of 
such a radical nature that there virtual- 
ly was no hope of getting them through. 
Various unofficial estimates have placed 
the cost involved at more than twice 
that of the continental army scheme 
which would reach a total of $500,000,000 
in six years. The first year’s expendi- 
tures under the staff plan, it Is stated, 
would approach $400,000,000 and the con- 
tinuing expense be proportionately 
heavy. y stake

NTO TRANG AS 
FOOD INSPECTORS 


Three on Instruction Tours Un- 
der State Inspector Mantz and 
Mrs. George Dobler. 


+ Instruction of women in the duties of 
food inspectors was begun today by 
Frank Mantz, a State Food Inspector, 


and Mrs. George Dobler of 372 Cabanne 


avenue, vice chairman of the Food Com- 
mittee of the Consumers’ League. Mrs. 
Dobler was appointed a city food inspec- 
tor three years ago and last year was 
one of the instructors of 53 women who 
qualified at city food inspectors and 
were given badges upon their promise to 
make five inspections each week. 

So much difficulty was experienced 
last year in conducting large classes of 
women willing to act as inspectors that 
the work is being taken up differently. 
Inspector Mantz today undertook the 
instruction of Mrs. H. O, Byrd of. 5646 
Kingsbury place and Mrs. L. C. Riley of 
4425 Forest Park boulevard, while Mrs. 
Dobler instructed Mrs. T. M. Searles 
of 61388 Waterman avenue. 

Inspections were confined 
rants and grocery stores north of Olive 
street upon Sarah street and Vande- 
venter avenue. The volunteer inspectors 
were provided with blanks in which 
they were required to note the condi- 
tions. of walls, rear yards, light and 
ventilation, drainage and especially of 
the iceboxes. 

Crack in Door of Icebox. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter accompanied 
Mrs. Dobler upon a part of her tour 
of instruction. The first icebox she in- 
spected at a restaurant had a crack in 
the woodwork of the door. Mrs. Dobler 
lighted a match and showed the pro- 
prietor that the crack had become a 
home for roaches. He promised to have 
the box thoroughly cleaned and she told 
him she would be back within a few 
days to see if he kept his word. 

Everywhere along tables and shelves 
Mrs. Dobler pressed her fingers and told 
her pupil that this was the sure way of 
discovering dirt. 

The result of her experiment was that 
she was obliged to wash hér hands after 
almost every inspection, although at 
times she would find tablcs; and recep- 
tacles for food so clean that she would 
congratulate the proprietor wpon excep- 
tional care shown. 

Uncovered Sugar Barrel. 

Mrs. Searles proved an apt punvil. At 
one grocery store she discovered an un- 
sugar barrel and the grocer 
promised to keep it covered 
hereafter. Both women agreed that al- 
most no fault could be found with the 
manner in which meats were Kept in the

“Things are decidedly different than 
they were three years ago before the 
women began this work,” said Mrs.:Dob- 
ler. “The Consumers’: League now tries 
to keep 53 women inspectors constantly 
at work. The State has but one inspec- 
tor here and sometimes cannot-afford to 
have any. 

“At first the proprietors of stores 
did not like the idea of women com- 
ir - around to make inspections. Sev- 
eral men told meé they were opposed 
to women suffrage and that they did 
like to see us doing such work. 
T told them we were simply. doing 
for the city what their wives were 
doing in their homes—trying to keep 
things clean. Now they invariably 
welcome our visits and conditions 
have improved wonderfuly in the last 
two years.

SYMPHONY NEEDS 
ENDOWMENT, SAYS 
PIANIST BAUER 


Zach a Great Musician, a Cap- 
able Leader, and Orchestra 
Splendid, He Declares. 


Harold Bauer, world-famous pianist, 
who was soloist in the Symphony con- 
certs of ‘ast Friday and Saturday, ex- 
pressed to a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night, before leaving St. Louis, his ap- 
preciation of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. 

“Mr. Zach is more than a capable lead- 
er,” said Bauer. ‘‘He is a great musi- 
cian and a inagnificent conductor.

“In Brahms’ second concerto, which I 
played for the first time publicly at the 
concerts here, the part of the orchestra 
was much more than an accompani- 
ment—in fact, it was as important as 
the piano. i was extremely gratified 
at the way that I was enabled to per- 
form this number with Mr. Zach and 
his musicians. The manner in which 
this difficult music, new to many in the 
audience, was received, displayed an 
excellent and a discerning taste. 


Supply Must Precede Demand. 
“The most important thing for the 
public to realize is that music, as well 
as other forms of art, has nothing to do 
with commercial ideals. Commerce has 
its law of supply and demand, whici 
rlaces demand first. But in education, 
civics and music, the supply must pre- 
cede the demand. > 
“There is a. persistent idéa that, if 
concerts do not pay for themselves, 
they are failures. But the more correct 
view is that they are failures if they d9 
pay for themselves. If a university 
pays expenses, that means that it should 
spend more money, and give more 
courses of study. A university is not 
expected to be self-sustaining, and an 
orchestra should not be. If an orchestra 
supports itself, there is something 
wrong.

What Is Needed Here. 
“What ts needed here is a willingness 
to give money outright, to take the form 
of endowments, and without the exper- 
tation of return. To do this, there mus: 
must be large gifts, such as have been 
made in New York, Boston, Chicago and 
Cincinnati. 

“Some persons say they would rather 
spend money for a work of painting or 
sculpture, that will remain with them, 
than. for music that. vanishes the mo- 
ment it is produced. But the only value 
ot either music or painting is its ef- 
fect on character, and no form of art 
produces more lasting effect than 


music.”’

The annual reports of Cabinet mem- 
bers will not be made public until aft- 
er the President delivers his message 
to Congress. Mr. Wilson will take into 
consideration, however, the recome- 
mendations of his official advisers. 

Attorney-General Gregory, after the 
Cabinet meeting, revealed that he is 
considering recommending - amendments 
to the Sherman anti-trust haw,,so that 
the Federal Government can better pro- 
ceed against persons involved in al- 
leged plots to blow up munitions fac- 
tories and vessels.

N SCHOOLS URGED 
BY DR JOHN GREEN 


Color of Walls and Position of 
Blackboards Important Factors 
in Safeguarding Eyesight. 


Properly constructed and illuminated 
schoolrooms and properly constructed | 
desks were important factors in safe- | 
guarding the eyes of school children, it 
was pointed out by Dr. John Green of 
the. Washington University Medica! 
School faculty in a lecture yesterday 
afternoon at the St. Louls Children’s 
Hospital on “Diseases of the Eye.”’ 

Dr. Green declared that the 
schoolroom afforded abundant light 
preferably from a direction to the pupils’ : 
left. Other important factors the doctor ! 
said, were the color of the walls, and! 
the position of the blackboards. Indi- | 
vidually adjusted seats, rarely used in! 
“1. Louis, were desirable, he said as: 
optical defects and diseases caused by ! 
‘listortion resulted in some cases from 
the use of improperly adjusted desks. 

A very serious disease in new-born 
children that, if untreated, may cause 
loss of sight, Dr. Green said,.«was oph- 
thalmia neonatorum or, as it is common- 
iy called, “baby sore eyes.” It was 
caused by infection and ‘might be pre- 
vented at birth by dropping silver ni- 
‘rate solution in the eye. 

Five hundred St. Louis scnool children 
were found to be affected »y trachoma, 
or granulated eyelids, when an inspec- 
tien of schools was made several years 
ago. This disease, Dr. Green explained, 
Was contagious and often entire *om- 
munities were attacked by :t. In schools 
and barracks, the infection was 2ften 
carried by numerous persons using the 
same towel and wash basin. The dis- 
‘ase yielded readily to treatment, he 
said. 

Conjunctivitis, another common eye 
disease, was caused, the lecturer said: 
by the conditions favorable to tubercu- 
losis and a similar treatment of rest 
and. fresh air was the most efficient 
remedy. A child with conjunctivitis 
avoided the light, the doctor said, and 
would invariably be found with head 
buried in a pillow or in its mother’s 
lap. 

Casual accidents to the eye were too 
often pronounced superficial by incom- 
petent persons and developed into seri- 
ous defects. In foundries and factories 
emory wheels throw minute particles 
into workmen’s eyes. Blundering meth- 
ods of removal by fellow workmen often 
caused blindness in such cases. 

Refractive defects in the eyes should 


ideal | 


be corrected promptly by the use of 
glasses, Dr. Green said, but as defective 
vision was in some cases caused by dis- 
ease in the retina and back of the eye, 
it was advisable to obtain medical ad- 
vice rather than only cosulting the op- 
tician. 


NEW “HUMANITY SCHOOL” TO 
OPEN IN FORD MOTOR PLANT 


The Rev. Dr. Marquis of Detroit's 
Richest Church to Abandon Pulpit 
Robes for Overalls as Its Director. 
DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 16.—A new 
“humanity school,” with Henry Ford 
as patron and the Very Rev. Dr. 
Samuel 8. Marquis of St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church, which houses Michi- 
gan’s richest congregation, as its di- 
rector, it was announced today, will 
be formed among the 20,000 workers 

in the Ford motor plant. 

Dr, Marquis’ place at St. Paul’s 
will be taken by the’ Rev. Frederic. 
Edwards of Grace Church, New York. 
The doctor in overalls and jumper 
will work as a daily laborer in the 
Ford plant. 

“I desire to know the workingmen 
better,” said he. “And I want to know 
more about the commercial life and 
the problem of the employer of 
labor.” 

Dr. Marquis said he intended to 
work for an industrial movement, 
which he belifeves will change the 
present methods of organized char- 
ity. 

“The only true charity,” he said, 
“is that which gives a man a job, 
enabling him to live in a self-respect- 
ing manner.” 


ALBERT SARRAUT, RETIRING 
FROM CABIMET, GOING TO WAR 


Former French Administrator in the 
East to Be a Second | 
Lieutenant, 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—Albert Sarraut, 
France’s great pro-Consul in Indo- 
China, retiring from the Cabinet as 
Minister of Public Instruction, is 
going into the trenches as a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant. When he was ad- 
ministrator in the Hast, Sarraut had 
five Generals under his direction. 
His closing service with the iate 
ministry was to visit Morocco as a 
special representative. 

“Morocco, strangely enough,” said 
he, “is enjoying a peace and an order 
that has not been there for centu- 
ries—not eince the time of the great 
Moorish kings. 

“German agents, when the war 
broke out, penetrated every part of 
Morocco, They used a great deal of 
money and promises. They tried par- 
ticularly to win over the great 
Caids, some of whom reign in their 
territories like Sultans; but not one 
of these grand selgneurs would ac- 
cept German subsidiaries or join a 
conspiracy against France.”

“Mollified by His

érnment,” Mr. Churchill said, “but that 
they’ had not yet reached the point 
where definite offers or promises could 
be made to the Belgian Government and 
that the same afternoon the Belgian 
Government had telegraphed their de- 
cision to evacuate the city with the fleld 
army and practically abandon the de- 


fenge. The British Government were all 
extremely distressed by this decision, as 
it deemed everything was going te be 
thréwn away for the sake of three or 
four days of continued resistance. 

“I offered to go to Antwerp to report 
on the situation and the offer vas ac- 
cepted. I crossed immediately and the 
next day,.after consultation with the 
Belgian Government and the British 
staff officers at Antwerp, I proposed tel- 
egraphically that the Belgians should 
continue resistance and that the Brit- 
ish and French Governments should say, 
within three days, whether or not they 
could send a relieving force, and its di- 
mensions. [In the event they were not 
able to send a relieving force, Great 
Britain was in any case to send to 
Ghent and other points at the time of 
the retreat, British troops to insure the 
safe retirement of the Belgians. Simul- 
taneously, Great Britain was to encour- 
age the defense of Antwerp by sending 
naval guns and a naval brigade and tak- 
ing otier minor measures. 

“These proposals were accepted by 
both Governments. I was informed of 
the dimensions of the army to pe sent, 
for communication to the Belgians, and 
was told to do everything possible to 
maintain the defense, meanwhile. This 
I did without regard to the conse- 
quences in any direction.” 

Intended to Mislead Germans. 

Churchill argued that these operations 
should not be regarded as an event 
which led only to misfortune. He be- 
lieved that military history would hold 
that the consequences conduced to tha 
advantage of others in the West, as the 
operations led the Germans to believe a 
large amy was arriving from the sea. 

“ht is true,’”’ added Churchill, “that 
these operations were begun too late, 
Lu@that was not my fault. On Sept. 6, 
nearly a month before, I drew the at- 


my tention of Premier Asquith, Earl Kitch- 


ener, and Sir Edward Grey to the dan- 
gereus situation developing at Antwerp |‘

Churchill went on to say he had sug- 
gested that a territorial division be sent 
and’ had made other proposals. But no 
ection was taken and the situation -he 
had described supervened.

“The situation was desperate, the need 
was bitter. I knew Lord Kitchener 
votild not send territorials and that it 
would be wrong to lock up regulars in 
e fortress there. Apart from all other 
considerations, they were the equal of 
the marine fusilliers, sent by the French 
at the same time.” 

Turns to Dardanelles Attack. 

Turning tu the Dardanelles, Churchill 
said he was not going to try to prove 
the plan adopted was the best that could 
have been adopted. Least of all was he 
going to try to prove that his respon- 
sibility in the matter was not a great 
che. 

“T am concerned to make clear to the 
House and the navy,’ he said, ‘‘that 
this enterprise was profoundly, elab- 
orately considered, and that there was a 
great volume of expert opinion behind 
it; that it was framed entirely by ex- 
perts and technical minds, and that in 
no circumstances could it be regarded as 
having been undertaken with careless- 


,ness or levity.”

up with disappointment and mismanage- 
ment, to renew their strength and to 
{go on with boundless suffering to the 
fulfillment of the greatest cause for 
which man has ever fought.” 

Premier Asquith, in paying tribute to 
Churchill, after the close ofthe lat- 
ter’s speech, said that during a close 
association with him of 10 years, he had 
always found him a wise counselor, a 
brilliant colleague and a faithful friend. 
He was certain that. Churchill would 
take with him to his new duties the uni- 
versal good will of the House and the 
country. 

Critic Condemns Kitchener. 

Following these addresses the House 
of Commons took up a general discu; 
sion of various phases of the war, Sir 
Arthur B. Markhain made a bitter at- 
tack on Earl Kitchener. declaring that 
ho had treated the public like “‘der- 
vishes” by withholding information 
and that he was respousib'e for the 
“blunders” at Antwerp and the Dard- 
anelles. 

He continued: “As long as F'arl Nitch- 
ener—the man who accepts no advice— 
remains at the War Office. we will not 
win the war.”

We printed in Monday’s Post-Dispatch the let- 
ter of President Barnard of the Inland Naviga- 
tion Co. on account of the important information 
for St. Louisans it contained. * 

Mr. Barnard wrote that his barge service was 
ready to operate whenever St. Louis supplied 
the terminal facilities necessary to economical 
handling of the freight. 

The city must have at least a usable wharf 
and shed with wagon and rail, connections. It 
should have modern facilities for loading and 
unloading barges. 

Mr. Barnard points out that without facilities 
it will take 100 hours more to load a 1600-ton 
barge than with them. This means a cost of 
$5.83 an hour for maintenance of the barge, or 
a total charge of $583 for the 100 hours delay. 
This is a penalty of about 40 cents a ton which 
must be charged in the freight rate. Additional 
cost of delay in administration expenses and 
loss of profits he estimates at 30 cents a ton, 
making an extra cost on account of lack of 
terminal facilities of 70 cents a ton. 

It. is vain to talk of economical and successful 
river transportation without adequate, up-to- 
date, economical terminal facilities. We must 
have the docks and warehouses. We. should be- 
gin at ‘once to supply these necessaries. 

Mayor Kiel’s idea of making a beginning of 
terminal facilities to supply immediate needs, 
until permanent adequate docks and warehouses 
can be provided, is good. We should be prepared 
to revive river traffic at the earliest possible 
time. The Mayor's idea should be put through. 
It should be boosted by an overwhelming popu- 
lar demand which will compel prompt action. 
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THE WRONG FOOT, MR. McCULLOCH. 

General Manager McCulloch of the United Rail- 
ways, puts the shoe on the wrong foot. 

In the hearing before a special committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, Mr. McCulloch said the 
United Railways could save $500,000 a year if 
it made {ts own electricity instead of buying it 
from the Union Electric and the Keokuk Dam 
Co. He said if the company were relieved of 
the mil] tax it could build a plant and save this 
excess of cost. 

On the other hand, if the United Railways 
were not paying the Union Electric and the 
Keokuk Dam Co. $500,000 more for current than 
it ought to, it could easily pay the mill tax and 
have a handsome balance left to apply to service 
improvement. 

Why should the city bear the burden of the 
looting contracts and profit-making manipula- 
tions of the financiers who are now and for 
years have been milking the public utilities 
of the city? It is time to force a square deal.

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THE FACTS ABOUT THE FRISCO PLAN. 

The pu'lic’s favorable first impression of the 
Frisco reorganization plan was obtained from 
explanations as to its import and effect made 
by those chiefly instrumental in formulating it. 

However, the representatives of a no inconsid- 
erable minority interest charge that these expla- 
nations embody an ex-parte view whese entire 
accuracy is open to disputes A charge of par- 
ticular pertinence is that a part at least of the 
minority interest was not consulted in shaping 
the plan and that it was denied all information 
as to details until the papers were filed with the 
Public Service Commission. 

The public’s concern for a sound, 
reorganization is greater than even that of the 
minority stockholders. The commission should 
not be hasty in approval. It should act only on 
a full showing as tothe facts. As the plan is 
a rather complicated one, the effect of various 
features should be exhaustively studied. 

A claim received with much favor was that a 
reduction of about $29,000,000 had been made in 
the Frisco’s capital. But it appears that the 
bond issues of two ‘:ranch roads of which the 
Frisco is divested under the reorganization to- 
taled almost precisely that figure. Was there 
an actual $29,000,000 reduction in capital or does 
that sum merely represent properties whose own- 
ership has been relinquished, leaving a capital- 
ization proportionately as excessive and bur- 
densome as before? 

Is nothing cut out to represent that $32,000,000 
which reckless finance cost the Frisco in 12 
years in discounts and commissions and premi- 
ums on bonds and notes?
